London, Feb. IS. — The question of 
Irclnnd again played a prominent part 
In the House of Commons tonight, 
opposition leaders accusing tho minis- 
ters of breaking tholr election pledges 
by the endeavor to give Ireland an 
instalment of home rule. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer As- 
qulth, In the absence of Premier 
Campbell-Bannerman, who Is suffering 
from a cold, replied to the opposition. 
He asserted that nobody Inside or out- 
side tho House was vet In possession 
of the details of the government's Irish 
plans, and contended that there was 
nothing novel In the declaration made 
by the Premier and Mr. Blrrell that 
the ultimate solution of the Irish prob- 
lem could be found only in some form 
of home rule. 

A. J. Balfour strongly criticized the 
government for attempting to deal with 
the question of the House of Lords, 
referring to the extraordinary gravity 
of the problem. He pointed out that 
In all other countries where repre- 
sentative institutions and second 
chambers existed there was a written 
constitution, while In England there 
was practically no written constitu- 
tion. Me said the people of the United 
States had so swathed and bound them- 
selves in the limits of their constitu- 
tion that they were unable to Impose 
even an income tax, and could not 
alter this constitution without a pro- 
ceeding so difficult that it would he 
tho despair of any practical statesman. 

Finally the amendment moved by 
Earl Percy, which raised the discus- 
sion concerning the House of Lords by 
expressing regret that urgent social 
measures should be postponed In favor 
of making changes in the constitution, 
was rejected by a majority of 263. 



CARNEY IN COURT. 

Charged With Assault With Intent To 
Do- Bodily Harm. 

Alex. Carney, who was concerned 
with James Swanson, alias Moore, in 
tho attack on W. W. Thompson on 
Tuesday last, was brought before 
Police Magistrate Hall yesterday 
morning charged with assault wltli 
Intent to do bodily harm, and was re- 
manded. 

Tho police hope to proceed today 
against Carney. 

Carney was arrested at Seattle on 
arrival of the Indianapolis from Vic- 
toria, and the police of the Sound 
city sent a telegram to Chief Langley. 
The message, however, was never de- 
livered, anil It was not until he was 
perusing a Seattle newspaper a day 
later that Chief Langley learned that 
Carney was in the hands id' the Se- 
attle police. Then he telegraphed to 
Chief Wappensteln of Seattle, asking 
if the newspaper report that Carny 
had been arrested was correct. Chief 
Wappensteln wired affirmatively and 
stated he had already notified Chief 
Langley by wire. Sergeant Detective 
Palmer was then sent and he brought 
Carney back on Saturday. Both Car- 
ney and Swanson are natives of this 
city, and have been away for years. 
Carney left with Howe's circus sotno 
years ago and has been on tour with 
the show. 



MINER KILLED 

Nelson, Feb. IK. — An Italian miner 
named Louis Manfrou, aged 28, was 
instantly killed at 8 a. m. today at the 
Molly Gibson mine, owned by the La 
Plata Mining Company and situated 
on Kokanee Creek, 11 miles east of 
tills city. Death was caused by tho 
explosion of a missed hole. Four 
other miners at work were not In- 
jured. This Is the first fatality at the 
mine slnco Christmas night, 1902, when 
seven miners were killed by a snow- 
slide. 



OVERSEAS LIMITED.

Washington, D. C, Feb. IS. — Jap- 
anese children are to be admitted to 
the white schools of San Francisco 
under certain restrictions. Skilled and 
unskilled laborers coming from Japan 
are to be barred from the mainland 
of the United States, and American 
laborers, skilled and unskilled, are to 
be excluded from Japan. 

This is the basis of an agreement 
between Presisdent Roosevelt, Secre- 
tary of State Root, Mayor Schmitz and 
the San Francisco school board, as an 
adjustment of the anti- Japanese agi- 
tation brought about by the segrega- 
tion of Japanese children in the 
schools of San Francisco. The agree- 
ment means that the schools of San 
Francisco shall be conducted In the 
same manner as they were before the 
board adopted the resolution Of last 
October, providing for the segrega- 
tion of the .iap-ine.se. except that 
adult Japanese who are In primary 
grades must continue to attend the 
Oriental schools, and the Japanese 
children under sixteen years of age 
will be admitted to classes with white 
children of their own ages. 

While the resolution of the board 
as amended reads. "Children of alii n 
birth." it Is freely admitted by Mayor 
.Schmitz and his associates that the 
resolution will apply only t ■ < the Jap- 
anese children and the change in the 
wording was to make ii plain to the 
Toklo government that no discrimina- 
tion was Intended against the Jap- 
anese. 

.Mayor Schmitz .said: "This is only 
a temporary agreement. President 
Roosevelt has given us direct and 
positive assurances that he will at 
once begin negotiations with Japan 
with the purpose of bringing about a 
new treaty that will exclude Japanese 
laborers, skilled and unskilled, from 
continental United Stales." 

Shortly before midnight, the follow- 
ing statement was given out at tin 
White House: "A typewritten copy q) 
Mayor Schmitz' statement was sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt am: 
Secretary Root by tho Associated 
Press, and the statement is entlrelj 
satisfactory to them." 



Ottawa, Feb. 18.— Canada has no 
suggestion to offer to the colonial con- 
ference, although Australia, New Zea- 
land and Cape Colony have sent In 
long lists of resolutions. 

The Dominion authorities sought to 
secure a postponement of tho moot- 
ing to the middle of May, but Lord 
Flgln, the colonial secretary, said this 
could not bo done, as some of tho oth- 
er ministers had to be on their way 
home about that time. 

On tho 26th of September, Lord Fl- 
gln sent an urgent cable message, ask- 
ing for a statement of the subjects 
which Canada's delegates would pres- 
ent, or any resolutions they might de- 
sire to submit to the conference. Burl 
Grey replied next day: "My ministers 
do not desire at this date to present 
any subjects for discussion at the con- 
ference." 

The colonial secretary replying to a 
Canadian despatch, which suggested 
that other ministers should accom- 
pany the prime minister, said It would 
be of advantage to have in attendance 
other ministers, when subjects in 
which they wero especially concerned 
were discussed, notably the minister 
of defence and the minister In charge 
of commercial affairs. Such ministers 
would be guests of His Majesty's gov- 
ernment. The Dominion government 
objected to the limitation proposed by 
Lord Elgin. 

On November 20th the colonial sec- 
retary replied, regretting that he could 
not see hla way clear to accord the 
colonial ministers full status. He pro- 
ceeded: "That proposal appears to me 
to raise difficulties which can only be 
satisfactorily settled by discussion at 
the conference itself." He adds that 
o," 'ng derogatory to the position of 
ii ministers other than prime 
ministers was Implied at the last con- 
ference, or would be Implied at any 
future one, by the fact that they could 
only participate In the discussion of 
questions, with which they were es- 
pecially concerned. 

In a later communication, the colon- 
ial secretary forwards copies of the 
resolutions to be submitted by the del- 
egates from Australia, New Zealand 
and Cape Colony. They include con- 
stitution of the conference. Including 
tho question of an imperial council; 
preferential trade and connected coast- 
ing trade and treaty questions; de- 
fence, naturalization, emigration, the 
question of judicial appeals; the res- 
ervation of bills, extension of Brit- 1 
ish interests in the Paeilic, system of | 
patents and merchandise marks, re- 1 
ciprocity In professions, metrical sys- 
tem. 

Correspondence presented to the 
Mouso today shows that tho resigna-| 
tlon of Judge Henderson, Liberal can- 
didate In Vancouver, was only ac-| 
cepted by order In council on Jan. 26, \ 
the very day of the nomination in 
British Columbia.

The 
names of tho four young women were 
mentioned by Thaw, but were not 
made public. Thaw also bequeathed 
sums of $2,500 each to the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Parkhurst and to Anthony 
Oomstock and to the lawyer named 
in his codicil to be used to further 
discover alleged misdeeds by Stanford 
White and to secure redress for the 
women.

The 
telegraph office at Las Bsperanzas is 
closed and details are hardly probable 
before daylight.

The first meeting of the executive 
council of the provincial government 
since the recent elections was held 
yesterday, the proceedings com- 
mencing at about 10 o'clock In tho 
morning and lasting until late in tho 
afternoon. Matters of detail In con- 
nection with the arrangements for tho 
forthcoming session wero considered. 
It is understood that, in addition, a 
number of questions which have heon 
loft In abeyance for the past month or 
so, owing to the absence of the minis- 
ters during the progress of the recent 
oampalgn, wero discussed. 

No action was taken In regnrd to 
the lining of tho present vacancies In 
the cabinet. An official announce- 
ment Is expected from Premier Me^ 
Bride In the course of a few days. Of 
course, there are the usual rumors in 
circulation In regard to the personnel 
of those upon whom the choice of tho 
prime minister will fall. It would only 
be confusing to outline these reports, 
none of which comes from a sourco 
which may be considered authentic. 

Already a number of the recently 
elected members of parliament are 
beginning to congregate here, and in- 
side of a week the majority of those 
selected by the voters of British Co- 
lumbia to act as their representatives 
In the legislature will he either estab- 
lished In the Capital City or on their 
way to it. 

Conjectures are being made in local 
political circles as to the length of 
time which will be occupied by tho 
pending sitting of the House. Tho 
consensus of opinion appears to he 
that tho period will not bo as extended 
as in former years, because of the fact 
that the government, with Its substan- 
tial majority, will be.ln a position to 
handle the various public matters re- 
quiring attention more expeditiously 
than has been possible heretofore.

This is Harry K. Thaw's own ac- 
rouni of the killing of Stanford 'White 
It was given by him to Doctor Brltlon 
D. Evans, the alienist, last August in 
the Tombs. Today Dr. Evans repeat- 
ed the prisoner's words to the jury 
which Is trying Thaw for his crime. 

District Attorney Jerome fought 
hard last week against the introduc- 
tion of this evidence, which tho de- 
fense believes is conclusive proof that 
Thaw did not know- his act was 
wrong. But once the testifying phy- 
sicians had declared that In their 
opinion Thaw was insane at the time 
he made the statements to them tho 
rules as to evidence permitted the In- 
troduction of the prisoner's words. 

In further bulwarking their conten- 
tion that Thaw was Insane when he 
killed Stanford White, the defendant's 
counsel succeeded today in placing be- 
fore the jury the Will executed by 
Thaw on the night of his marriage 
In April. lOOB, and a codicil to tin- 
will executed at the same time. Again 
Mr. Jerome fought the evidence, but 
hi', significantly withdrew his objec- 
tions after Dr. Kvans testillod to ms 
expert opinion that Thaw was Insane 
at the time ho executed the will.

In a recent issue of the St. John's 
(Newfoundland) Herald tho following 
account of tho death and interesting 
career of Capt. Arthur Jackman is 
givon: 

Capt Arthur Jackman, the well- 
known and famous sealing master, 
died at tho Whltton hotel at. 12:30 
this morning (January 31), after a 
brief illness. Monday last, Drs. Eraser 
and Scully, who attended him, be- 
came deeply concerned for his life, 
and Rev. Dean Ryan was called to 
prepare him for entering into the 
other world, administering tho last 
sacraments of tho Catholic church, 
since which Rev. Er. McDerrnott and 
a nephew of the deceased captain had 
regularly been with him. Captain 
Jackman's heart was always in tho 
right place. He was a true friend 
when friendships were formed, genor- 
ous and charitable, and many more 
people whom he has helped will 
mourn him. Perfectly reconciled as 
he was to go the road that leads to 
the Groat Beyond, Capt. Jackman, 
though knowing ho was near the end, 
did not forget his friend, and Inquired 
about Capt. Blandford, In whose com- 
pany as a master, ho ninny times 
sailed tho frozen ocean in quest of 
seals. His personality among our 
sealing masters will bo missed for 
many a day, as he was a most popu- 
lar man with all. His widow resides 
In New York; a daughter, Mrs. IT,

Capt. Wm. Jackman died on Eob- 
rnary 25, 1877, just thirty yeurs ago, 
and his funeral was the largest ever 
seen In this city. 

Capt, Jackman of Victoria, who is 
ono of the best known navigators of 
Yukon waters, having spent about ten 
summers in the northland, Is a ne- 
phew of the famous mariner of whom 
tho above account is given.

His Sealing Caroor. 

Capt. Jackman was born in 1843 at 
Renews, where tho first of the Jack- 
man family settled on coming hero 
from Devonshire nearly two centuries 
ago. Animated by tho spirit of dar- 
ing and adventure characteristic of 
the race, he took to the sea as a 
pursuit, and sailed as a lad with his 
elder brother, the late Capt. Wm. 
Jackman. In 1865, at the age of 22, 
ho was given command of a schooner 
at the seal fishery, continuing to 
prosecute that industry until 1871, 
when he made hia last voyage In a 
sailer, the Fanny Bloomer. Then ho 
was appointed master of tho Hawk, 
in succession to his brother who had 
been promoted to the command of 
the first steamer Eagle, which had 
then been brought out a new ship 
from Scotland. During the ensuing 35 
years he has had command of theso 
sealing steamers: Hawk six springs), 
Falcon (four springs), Narwhal one 
spring), Resolute (six springs. Eagle, 
lost (seven springs), Aurora (four 
springs), Terra Nova (six springs 
and present Eagle (three springs). 
During these 35 years he has brought 
Into St. John's 534,510 seals, or an 
average of 15,347 per year, the aggre- 
gate value being estimated to exceed 
$1,000,000. During this period more 
than 8,000 men have been under his 
command, arid ho has the record of 
never having lost ono. In the worst 
blizzards that desolated the Hoes ho 
always contrived to pick up his crews. 
Some years, however, deaths have oc- 
curred to some of his men through 
colds or disease, but In 1897, the 
stormiest spring in scaling annals, 
four of them died of diphtheria. That 
was the year he killed his trip off the 
Virgin rocks, and was the only ono 
of the licet to load. Ho did the same 
again in 1905 and our readers will re- 
member the sensation caused by his 
unexpected appearance after getting 
a trip away off the banks. His record 
of being In first four springs during 
his sealing career has not been 
equaled. On March 31, 1878, he ar- 
rived llrst in the Falcon with 21,190; 
on March 31. 1S85, In the Resolute 
with 34.G28; on March 27, 1895, in the 
Aurora with 29,91fi, and on March 2S, 
1905, In the Eagle, with 32,064. Ho 
also enjoyed the reputation of bring- 
ing in a saving trip every year. Dur- 
ing his career two ships were lost 
under him, the Hawk in 1S7B, and the 
Resolute In 1886, but tho crews were 
saved each time. In 1880, when Bow- 
ring Bros, took the first coastal con- 
tract with the Curlew and Plov

Capt. Jackman wan appointed to the 
command of the former ship on the 
west route, and continued on that 
service for years. He made hosts of 
friends among the traveling publl 
and his knowledge of the coast and 
sailorly qualities, evoked universal ad 
miration, he being: able to find his 
way through the most impenetrable 
fogs and furious tempests with amaz- 
ing certainty, his record on this ser- 
vice being marked by scarcely an ac- 
cident. In those days with small 
ships, few lighthouses, scant telegraph 
communications, and none of the ac- 
cessories of the present clay service 
running a coastal boat round our 
coasts was a task to test the merits 
of the strongest and most daring skip- 
per, and the old timers delight to tell 
of the adventurous Incidents and hair 
breath escapes In which Capt. Jack- 
man figured in these by-gone days. 
Around the coast, north, west and 
south, there will be many an old time 
passenger, whose sorrow will bo deep 
and sincere at the passing of Captain 
Arthur Jackman. 

In 38SD ho and his crew, in tho 
Plover, narrowly escaped death, while 
on a voyage from Sydney to this port 
with a cargo of coal, and their rescue 
was one of the most thrilling inci- 
dents In marine annals. 

His Arctic Records. 

Besides his sealing voyages, Capt. 
Jackman was the pioneer of tho New- 
foundland venture In the Greenland 
whaling Industry and went to the Arc- 
tic seas several years. Commander 
Peary, the famous Arctic explorer, 
made his first trip there with Capt. 
Jackman In IS8G. In 1803, while on 
a whaling voyage, the Eagle was lost, 
and the story of how Capt. Jackman 
brought his crew safely in open boats 
through hundreds of miles of ice- 
strewn seas, daring points equal to 
any in Arctic annals, Is one of tho 
most stirring In our marine history. 
When the "Discovery" South Polar 
expedition was frozen fast in Antarc- 
tic waters, and the Admiralty bought 
our senior Terra Nova for a relief ex- 
pedition, Commodore Montgomerln, of 
H. M. S. Chnrybdis, who was entrust- 
ed with getting a ship and a com- 
mander, chose Capt. Jackman, but

HOW FIJI ARRANGES 
FOR CHEAP L 



Miowera Carried Solomon Island- 
ers From Australia— Repatri- 
ation Causing Trouble 



From Brisbane to Suva the Miowera 
carried 110 Solomon Islanders from 
Queensland plantations under engage- 
ment to the government of Fiji for 
plantation work. The blacks were to 
be indentured for service, under im- 
migration ordinance, for a term of 
two years for about $70 a year. An- 
other 100 were awaiting transporta- 
tion to Fiji and the island govern- 
ment wants another 250. The natives 
are Polynesians who have been wort 
ing for years in the Queensland su.grnr 
districts, and have been obliged to 
leave Australia because of the "White 
Australia" policy now in force. .Most 
of the natives are being sent back to 
the islands of the Soudi Seas whence 
they wero recruited, but those who 
wish to go are given transportation to 
Suva. 

Considerable trouble is being caused 
by the return of the repatriated Isl- 
anders. The natives are afraid to re- 
turn, and it is feared that some will 
be assasslnnted. A. H. Abbot, a mis- 
sionary, who has been watching the 
work of repatriation, says trouble will 
probably occur. JIuny of thoso boys 
committed crimes before departing for 
Queensland, and many ' nallves now. 
express a desire for revenge. Many 
boys do not. wish to return to their 
native places, us they become a prey 
to the depredations of savage natives. 
Mr. ADbott considers there will be a 
struggle between s'eml-clvlHzed . boys 
and the authorities and old natives 
who have never left the island. If the 
latter get the upper hand, the former 
will be wiped out. Mr. Abbott states 
that the authorities so far have done 
little to secure an adequate food sup- 
ply, and he considers immediate action 
is necessary. 

On .Tan. 4 H. M. S. Prometheus vis- 
ited the native village of Suiwa, on the 
west coast of Malalta, and fired three 
round shots and two lyddite shells in- 
to the village. The round shots fright- 
ened the natives, who retired from the 
village to safety, and two lyddite 
shells were then dropped in the village. 
No damage was done in the village, 
but the explosion of the lyddites so 
frightened the natives that they would 
not return to the village for fear the 
round shots which were lying on the 
ground woaid explode. 

It Is expected that a couple of war- 
ships will bo at the Solomons at an 
early dato, and it is stated a punitive 
expedition will then be landed and 
marched Inland to punish the bush 
people. 

A great deal of fighting Is taking 
place among the natives in the Islands. 
Mr Abbott stated the natives were In 
a disturbed state owing to witch sor- 
cery.

Carried Off Children and Ate 
Them— Punitive Expedition 
Attacks the Tribesmen 



Steamer Mlowera, which arrived 
yesterday from the South Seas, 
brought news from Papua of a canni- 
bal raid followed by a punitive expedi- 
tion. It seems that while the men and 
women of Silo, a Papuun village, were 
working in outlying gardens some Ku- 
ku Ktiku tribesmen entered one of tho 
little villages, and captured two chil- 
dren, a book and a girl. These were 
killed, decapitated, and disembowelled. 
The bodies were then carried a few 
miles Inland, where they were cooked 
and eaten. This cannibal tribe, accord- 
ing to Captain Barton, who was In- 
terviowd at Sydney, has on several oc- 
casions made raids upon Cape Cupola 
villages, and an olllcor, who has since 
-K|.up jino oin jo oSjt!i[.T U| itut ua»q 
ion, has been instructed to put a stop 
to the evil. 

A punitive expedition was organized, 
and the armed native constabulary, 
headed by the assistant resident 
magistrate, met with most determined 
resistance. Tho natives advanced to 
the attack in warpaint and plumes, 
and when driven back they took re- 
fuge in their stockaded village on tho 
peak of a steep hill of bare granite. 
From this vanta-ge point they slung 
stones with such precision and in 
such quantities that tho government 
party were unable to rush the stock- 
ade. Some police were struck by 
stones, and the magistrate was thrown 
several feet backwards from the rock 
to which he had gained access by a 
largo stone which hit his rifle while 
he was taking aim. Finally the village 
was taken by a flanking movement, 
tho natives losing three men.

Journey for Miles in. the Hoart of the 
"' Casoadcs Presents Pictures of 
Unparalleled Grandour 



From a scenic point of view tho 
proposed now railway across tho 
central interior of the province to 
Yellow Head Pass will prove one of 
the most attractive in Die world. 
When, as Is certain shortly to bo tho 
case, much of the laud along tho east 
coast of Vancouver Island is culti- 
vated, there will bo many miles of 
smiling tields producing large quanti- 
ties of fruit and grain, only to bo left 
behind when Otter Cove is reached 
and tho ferry for the journey through 
Noelales channel and up Frederick 
arm boarded by pnssongcrs for the 
500 juile journey across the province. 

•Nodales channel is truly a sea- 
water canal. Bounded on 'tho north 
by Thurlow, and on the south by Val- 
des Island, it is a beautiful stretch 
of water, forty fathoms deep near the 
shore, half a mile wide and about 
fifteen in length. The shores of both 
Islands fronting on the canal are 
similar In character to those generally 
found among the submerged moun- 
tains to tho north. Volcanic cliffs, al- 
most precipitously lost to sight in tho 
dark blue water, swarm with sea 
fowl, their monotony being relieved 
hero and there by upstanding pines 
and fir trees and the different shades 
of tlie various rocks of which they are 
formed. Tho channel runs due east 
and west — a natural connection be- 
tween island and mainland. 

When Frederick arm is reached 
there is somewhat of a change. The 
mountains, that have been visible all 
tho time in the distance, appear 
clearer, but it is seen that the arm 
forms a natural Indentation in the 
r*?ky coast line with a valley beyond. 
As the head of the arm comes into 
sight a valley opens out to the south, 
and a pass Is seen, never more than 
a thousand feet above sea level, 
through the head of which a glimpse 
Is caught of the lofty peaks on the 
southern sldo of Bute Inlet. 

Leaving the ferry at the head of 
Frederick arm, the train will run 
again on the rails and, skirting the 
north shore of Estero basin, a salt 
water lake connected willi Frederick 
arm by a channel two thousand feet 
In width, after a Journey of about 
seven miles reach the northwest shore 
of Bute Inlet. The scenery along the 
south shore of Estero basin Is superb. 
Cliffs rise straight out of tho water, 
forming a high unbroken wall for 
thousands of feet and entirely desti- 
tute of troes. 

When Bute inlet Is reached tho 
peaks of the coast range are' seen In 
an awe-inspiring confusion. Granite 
[ rocks, bold and rugged in outline, ris- 
ing Into domes reaching a height of 
3,000 to 4,000 feet and solitary snow- 
capped peaks, some even 5,000 feet 
higher are connected by broken sier- 
ras. Altogether they form a scene of 
gloomy grandeur that, in the opinion 
of Marcus Smith, is "probably not to 
bo met with in any other part of the 
world." 

The route along Bute inlet is diffi- 
cult of construction. Chasms have to 
be bridged; enormous bluffs pierced 
with tunnels; but nothing of such a 
character as to deter expert railway 
constructors is encountered. At the 
head of Bute inlet is Waddlngton har- 
bor, tho old townslte Hanked by an 
extensive Indian reserve, and from 
that point the passage through the 
Coast range proper Is commenced by 
way of the cleft in tho mountains 
formed by tho Ilamalko river. 

Tho Hamaiko valley Is from one to 
two miles in width, the river Itself 
being a rapid, turbid stream. When 
It leaves the canyon it is about 150 
feet wide, but In its desce.it to the 
sea it frequently divides Into two or 
more brandies enclosing low alluvia! 
islands of gravel and light soil, cov- 
ered with Cottonwood, spruce and ce- 
dar. The valley is flanked on either 
sldo by rocky slopes, which the 
river washes alternately on its way to 
tho sea. After the valley has been 
traversed for some thirty rnlbs, 
Hamaiko canyon is reached, described 
by explorers as "the heart of the Cas- 
cade mountains." 

For twenty miles through this can- 
yon the valley of the Hamalke is con- 
tracted bun a narrow deep ravine, tho 
rocks of the mountain slopes in many 
places abutting on tho river and 
Conning sub-canyons through which 
the water dashes impetuously, carry- 
ing great boulders and a large amount 
of detritus before it. Many streams, 
all rapid mountain torrents fed from 
tho melting snow and glaciers, flow 
into tho Hamalke, none of them being 
very large, but requiring to be 
bridged by the proposed railway. 

Tatlayaooh lake, of which tho 
Hamalke Is tho outlet, Is about 15 
miles long. Forests of Douglas fir sur- 
round its banks, mostly of large size 
and good quality, and into it. How a 
largo number of streams that drain 
the whole surrounding watershed. 
Though surrounded by mountains, tho 
lake lies in a natural depression and 
It is traversed with an undulating 
grade that gently slopes southward 
towards tho canyon. When the lake 
Is left behind, about 2 1-2 miles from 
Its northern end, tho ascent to the 
summit is by way of a stream and 
series of small hikes that abound with 
trout and lie in a territory where 
mule and other deer are found in pro- 
fusion. 

From the summit a descent Is made 
to the Chllcotln plains that continue 
almost to the Eraser river. Once the 
height of land Is passed a pastoral 
country is encountered, admirably 
adapted for cattle raising. It stretches 
In almost an unbroken similarity to 
Tatla lake. Not. only is the level 
suited for stock raising, but even the 
summits of the hills, where they do 
exceed 5,000 feet, provide adequate 
pasturage all summer. If the config- 
uration of tho country in the foothills 
is so divided as to secure a quota of 
this summer pasturage for each ranch 
(hero will be natural winter feed In 
the valleys for large bands of cattle. 

Rolling land, almost prairie, dotted 
with small lakes and watered by 
many streams is the feature of this 
part of the route. In some places 
natural parks are met with, and occa- 
sionally forests of pine and llr. This 
continues along the Chilco nnd Chll- 
ance rivers; in fact, near all the way 
to Quesnel. To use tho description of 



Marcus Smith, who traveled tho dis- 
trict from cast to west; "After ' pass- 
ing to the south of the Chllcotln river 
the country assumes more of the 
character of a rolling prairie; low 
ranges of hills, dotted with clumps of 
troes, giving them a park-like appear- 
ance, enclose open valleys covered 
with bunch grass and adorned with 
beautiful lakes." 

This gives a general Idea of that 
part of the route of the proposed rail- 
way from Vancouver Island to tho 
Frascr river at Qucancl. In a later 
insuo the route along the Goat and 
Fraser rivers and to the Yellow Head 
pass will be treated in tho same man- 
ner.

Earl Grey, the present governor-; 
general of Canada, following tho lead 
of tho Earl of Aberdeen, litis largely 
Invested in fruit [amis in the Okan- 
agan. A deal has been put through 
whereby Earl Grey becomes owner of 
the Applegarth and Speer ranches, in 
White Valley, adjoining on the east 
the famous Coldstream (Aberdeen) 
ranch. These properties are well 
known to be favorably situated for 
fruit growing and comprise 1,000 acres. 
The purchase llgure has not been 
made public, but Is said to be about 
$125,000, says the Vernon News. 

It was only after tho Govcrnor-Gon 
ernl's visit here last October and after 
making full inquiry as to the nature 
of the fruit grown in the valley that 
His Excellency decided to invest. lie 
became fully satisfied that such an 
investment would give heavy returns 
Earl Grey is forming a strong com- 
pany (which will include several lo- 
cal .gentlemen) la which he will bo a 
largo shareholder. The name of the 
company will be The Learmouth Fruit 
Co., Ltd. It is not His Excellency's in 
tention io subdivide these properties, 
but to make one big fruit farm, con 
tracts having been already let to plant 
out a considerable acreage this spring 
In the highest grade apples suitab! 
for export, principally to England. Tho 
ranch will bo run on tho' most up-to- 
date lines under skilled and competent 
men. ' . »,o* 

No doubt the advent of the White 
Valley Irrigation & Tower Company 
absolutely guaranteeing an adequate 
water supply for irrigation purposes, 
settled In Earl Grey's mind that an

HIGHER CITIZENSHIP 

Mr. Haklane, Secretary for War, has 
been addressing: the students at Glas- 
gow upon the necessity >.f develop 
ins what wo call In America a high 
er conception of citizenship. Such i 
speech Is always timely, hut never 
more so than now, for in tills highly 
utilitarian age we are apt to judge of 
everything by the way in which it af- 
fects out hank accounts. " Mr. Balfour, 
who may be supposed to be the polit- 
ical anthlthesls of Mr. Haldane, was 
so greatly impressed by what that 
gentleman said that ho has taken oc- 
casion to express his approval in a 
public way. If this spirit needs to be 
strengthened in the United Kingdom, 
much more 1 is it necessary that it 
should bo Inculcated in Canada in ev- 
ery possible way. Wo are engaged 
in a great material undertaking, noth- 
ing mote nor less than the develop- 
ment of half the North American con- 
tinent and fitting of it to play a part 
In the world's great drama of prog- 
ress. This is work that deals with 
land, money, railways, steamships and 
all the other appliances of the high- 
est civilization and industrial prog- 
ress. Those who are most deeply con- 
cerned in It have little time for the 
up-building of the Canadian charac- 
ter. Perhaps unconsciously, and wo 
are very sure unintentionally, they at 
times take lines of action, which do 
not make for higher citizenship. Our 
political arena is a very stormy one. 
We are not always as careful as we 
might be as to what we say about 
each other and as to how we impute 
motives. In this there might be an 
immediate change. There is no rea- 
son why In Canada as in Great Brit- 
ain leading public men might not emu- 
late each other in efforts to inspire 
Canadians, and especially the young 
men of Canada with a better appre- 
ciation of their duties 



party purposes, which will enhance 
their distrust. Somo people will 
doubtless think otherwise; but those 
who have had long political exper- 
ience never forgot that there are to- 
morrows in politics. We recall that 
when shortl.y after the Liberals camo 
in; the Senate, then very largely 
Conservatives, was using Its powers 
to thwart the government. The Col- 
onist said that this was exceedingly 
unwise, because the chances were 
that when the Conservatives next 
came in there would be a Liberal 
Senate. For this we were roundly 
condemned by somo strong partisans. 
But the Liberals are not yet out of 
power, and the Senate Is Liberal by 
a large majority, so that If the Con- 
servatives came in they would be 
confronted by an upper house, which 
might, If it chose, very seriously em- 
barrass them. Less partlzanship will 
strengthen the political influence of 
a political party. 



VICTORIA AS A MUSICAL CENTRE 

Throu.gh the enterprise of Mr. C. H. 
Gibbons, Victoria Is becoming very 
well known among musicians, and one 
result is that John McLlnden, the 
'cellist who was here with Jessie Mac- 
lachlan, Is going to make his perman- 
ent homo here. Other artists are con- 
templating making Victoria their head- 
quarters. Mr. Gibbons' most am- 
bitious venture up to date is the or- 
ganization of the Stender-Beckcr-Chew 
company, which will appear in the Vic- 
toria In the course of a few days. This 
combination is not only the first of the 
kind to be organized from Vic- 
toria, but the first to be got together 
by a manager in Western Canada. It 
will tour the whole Vest under Mr. 
Gibbons' management, going as far 
east as Denver and as far south as 
San Diego and Los Angelas. Mr. Gib 
bons has contracts with a number of 
artists for the coming season, and If 
his plans are successful, he will make 
the city a musical 1 centre in a new 
setiso of the term. One advantage 
of this will be that Victoria will he 
sure of a greater number of the best 
attractions than would be possible un- 
der a management directed from somo 
other point, and this is * very de- 
sirable thing. Every one almost will 
admit thai greater benefit is derived 
from the appearance in a city of lead- 
ing musicians than from entertain- 
ments by people of any other class.

which is one feature of our education- 
al system that is greatly neglected. 
We do not now mean the sort of pa- 
triotism, which Is engendered by wav- 
ing tho flag and singing the Nation- 
al Anthem. This is good enough in its 
way, but it does not go -very far. We 
need that the youth of the Dominion 
shall be taught the htghest ideals of 
duty as citizens of a free country. We 
need that they shall be instructed in 
the greatness of the Empire, not so 
much in its territorial extent or its 
strength in soldiers and sailors, nor 
its material wealth and Industrial 
achievements; but in its greatness in 
other respects, such as its freedom, 
its evolution of the principles of self- 
government, its development of tho 
administration of justice, and gener- 
ally those things that make British 
institutions those which are best cal- 
culated of all to promote the welfare, 
happiness and moral up-building of a 
people. The Canadian Clubs through- 
out the Dominion are doing much 
along this line, and that recently 'In- 
augurated In Victoria may be trusted 
to contribute its share to such an ex- 
cellent purpose. 



LABOR LEGISLATION. 

Wo notice a disposition on the part 
of somo Conservative papers to at- 
tempt to make political capita] out 
of the legislation, which the govern- 
ment lias introduced into parliament 
to deal with the labor question. We 
think this is a mistake. It is un 
doubtedly the duty of the members 
or the Opposition in the House to 
criticize closely any measure which 
may be proposed for this purpose, but 
we are of the opinion that the dis- 
cussion may be very well li ft to them, 
unless a newspaper has some sugges- 
tions of its own that it thinks valu- 
able. Extreme partlzanship, that is 
the partisanship which cannot see 
anything good in anything done by 
the opposite side, Is a great mistake. 
It destroys the confidence of the pub- 
lic in the political party resorting to 
it. We think it a mistake for a news- 
paper to consider Itself bound day in 
and day out to try and discover some- 
thing tint it can sa.y to the disad- 
vantage of the political party to 
which It is opposed. It is a case of 
crying "wolf" too often, and moreover 
the public are not so absurd as to 
believe that all the good and all the 
wisdom are on (me side. One reason 
for the crushing defeat of the Lib- 
erals at the last provincial election 
was that they resorted to this sort 
of tactics. Depend upon it, the public 
have as much sense as the newspaper 
editors and are not deceived by ex- 
treme partlzanship. Take a measure 
like that which tho government has 
brought down to provide for the set- 
tlement of labor disputes. It may not 
bo as completo as some people may 
desire; but it Is apparently an at- 
tempt in good faith to solve an 
exceedingly difficult problem, and the 
effort of tho opposition ought rather to 
bo to perfect it ■ than to create the 
impression that the government is in- 
sincere. What is called Labor is in- 
clined already to view with sufficient 
doubt all efforts to deal with the ques- 
tions with which it Is specially Inter- 
ested, and it Is -unwise for the Con- i 
scrvfttlvcs to do or say anytlfias t'or.l.

LEGISLATION FOR IRELAND

Mr. O'Brien wisely points 
out that the success of the proposed 
legislation and the degree to which the 
measure of local self-government will 

be amplified in tin- future will depend: 
to a very great extent upon the man- 
ner in which the Irish people them- 
selves use the powers that are to be! "shed 
conferred upon them. Our own belief 
Is that if as huge a share of local gov- 
ernment were granted Ireland, as is 
consistent witli the rela ! on of the 
country to the United Kln.gdom, the 
result would be the growth of a feel- 
ing of regard for England, such as it 
would be foolish to suppose exists at 
present anywhere except in some 
parts of tlie north of the Island.

Realty Market.

Down Town Mission. 

Sunday's meetings in the old Grand 
theatre were a decided success. A 
large gathering of men assembled in 
the afternoon to hear W. A. Hlllls 
of Cleveland. The speaker based his 
remarks on the story of Haman and 
Mordocal when the message was sent 
to over one hundred millions of peo- 
ple speaking one hundred different 
languages in seven months, when the 
only means of locomotion were the 
"camel, horse, mule and young drome- 
daries." He compared the facilities of 
the present day for world-wide travel 
and made an impassioned appeal for 
the unchrlstlanlzed millions of the 
earth. The address was one of the 
most unique nnd original of Its kind 
ever delivered in Victoria. Mr. W. J. 
Dowler added not a little to the en- 
joyment and success of the afternoon 
by his fine rendition of the "Christian 
Martyr." 

In the evening at S:30 when the 
church services were closed tho old 
Grand was lllled with a large audi- 
ence to hear the venerable but ener- 
getic Archdeacon Phalr of Winnipeg. 
After forty years' experience as In- 
dian missionar.y, the archdeacon has 
an interesting style all his own and 
is most original and forcible in his 
presentation of the truth. In fact his 
indictment of evil In Victoria was 
terribly graphic and realistic. He 
made a powerful appeal for civic 
righteousness, characterizing the re- 
stricted district as the open curse 
and running sore of Victoria. Mrs. D. 
C. Held sang very effectively, "Softly 
and Tenderly Jesus is Calling." 

The weekly business meeting of the 
evangelistic Commltee was held In the 
Y. M. C. A. this morning at 1) o'clock 
and plans made for a big missionary 
day next Sunday; men's missionary 
meeting in the old Grand at i p.m.; 
women's missionary meeting in the Y. 
M. C. A. at 4, and big missionary 
platform meeting In the old Grand, to 
be addressed b.y a number of speak 
ers, principally Bishop Perrln, in the 
evening. On Saturday at 3:30 A. J. 
Brace will address a mass meeting of 
school children. The gatherings con 
tlnue nightly for two weeks yet. 



Steps will In all probability be tak- 
en at the next meeting of the board 
of school trustees with a view to .plac- 
ing tho Victoria High school on the 
footing of a true collegiate institution. 

Whereas by the act lor the creation 
of the Royal Institute for the Advance- 
ment of Learning, passed at the last 
session of the legislature, Vancouver 
High school was raised to the rank 
of a college of McGIll university, Vic- 
toria High school remained merely an 
affiliated school of McGIll. This state 
of affairs gives the Vancouver pupils 
advantages over those, at the Victoria 
High school In various ways. At Van- 
couver, It is now possible to take the 
full course In arts of McGIll univer- 
sity, and moreover both students and 
professors figure on the books of the 
university. Those who t.oke the course 
at Victoria High school, on the other 
hand, figure only as extramural stu- 
dents, and have to pay fees for 
emption from attendance at le 
besides being placed 
tage In other ways. 

It Is now proposed to end this state 
of affairs by arranging that the Vic- 
toria Hi.gh school be affiliated with 
some Canadian university. Trustee 
Huggett has given notice that at the 
coming meeting of the board, 
Introduce the following motion 

"That whereas It would be In the 
interests of higher education In this 
city that its present institutions be 
placed upon the same basis as- that 
Obtaining In Vancouver, and 

"Whereas this city Is destined to he- 
come one of the most Influential edu- 
cational centres of the Far West; and 

"Whereas the present time Is oppor- 
tune for such action as is necessary 
toward the development of a scheme 
of advanced education'; be It therefore 

"Resolved, that this board take im- 
mediate steps toward the realization 
of such plans as will provide equal 
facilities as now obtain, and are prom- 
ised for Vancouver." 

Whether the author of the resolu- 
tion means to propose that Victoria 
High school, following the example of 
Vancouver, should seek to be taken in 
bv McGIll, or whether he would apply 
for a charter from Toronto or Queen's 
Is not made clear, and as he is at pres- 
ent out of town, it is Impossible to 
ascertain his intentions upon this mat- 
ter. 

Should Victoria High school come 
under the care of tha Royal Insti- 
tute for the advancement of learning 
It would mean absorption by McGIll, 
as that body works in co-operation 
with McGIll university and that alone. 
If, however, it is thought advisable to 
obtain a character from some other 
university, there Is apparently noth- 
ing to prevent It being done. In that 
case the local college would not be 
(governed by the Royal Institute, and 
some other agreement would have to 
bo made. 

Merchant's Bank 

The Merchant's Bank of Canada 
opened fur business yesterday In the 
Brunswick ' block, Douglas street. The 
offices have been fitted up In a styla 
commensurate with the necessities of 
the branch until the permanent block 
Is erected, which will be done as ear- 
ly as possible this spring. 

Local Smoked Salmon. 

The Capital City Canning company 
has entered the local trade with a 
specially prepared brand of smoked 
salmon placed on the Victoria market 
a few days ago. The bulk of the 
smoked salmon heretofore sold here, 
if not all, has been imported. The 
salmon is smoked by special process, 
and put up tastefully. The dealers 
who have been handling the local fish 
report most satisfactorily regarding it. 

Dr. Morris Socures Patent 

Dr. P. \V, Morris of Victoria was 
granted during the past week, through 
the agency of Rowland Hrittain, pa- 
tent attorney, Vancouver, a Canadian 
patent on an Improved process for the 
manufacture of carbonate of lead, or 
hydrated carbonate of lead, the white 
lead of commerce, from metallic lead. 
This Invention is an important one, as 
It is on entirely new lines, and Is ex- 
pected to revolutionize the white lead 
in ami facta ring industry.

Provincial Assayer Describes the 
Discoveries Near Alaskan 
Boundary 



RICH IK GALENA 10 COPPER ORE 



The District Is an Extremely Promis- 
ing One — Large Amount of 
Development Done 



It is learned from official sources 
that reported richness of the miner- 
al claims in the vicinity of Portland 
Canal has not been exaggerated, and 
that there is every promise of the dis- 
coveries both at Maple bay and on 
Bear river and its tributaries develop- 
ing Into valuable mines. Bulletin Xo. 
2, 190G, of the department of mines, 
just Issued, consists of the report of 
Herbert Carmichael, provincial assay- 
er, on his visit there last fall. 

In addition to valuable information 
regarding the mineral discoveries, the 
bulletin contains some interesting 
notes regarding the origin of the 
camps. It states that attention was 
first drawn to the district when, on 
Slay 4, 1898, "a party of 64 persons 



Carmichael, as it was being mined, 
gave assay values of copper 3.4 per 
cent, silver 0.4 oz. per ton, and gold, 
0.05. oz. per ton. 

The Blue- Bell group, of eight claims, 
owned by the Portland Consolidated 
company, is also showing up well. A 
samplo of the ore taken as it could be 
sorted for shipment, assayed, copper 
11.3 per cent, sllver'Tr.2 oz. per ton, and 
gold 0.02 oz. per ton. On the Eagle 
claim, one of a group of live given 
the same name, northeast of the Out- 
siders' group, there Is a quartz Vein 
from 7 to 12 feet wide," that has been 
traced for 1,500 feet. ,: It- is well min- 
eralized with copper pyrites.'- . . 

The Bear River camp, though only 
of recent discovery, has been the 
scone of much activity; On the -Lucky 
Seven and Little Joo claims,- owned 
by John Griilin and Joe McGraththere, 
is a vein that shows great perman- 
ence.. It Is about 8 feet wide, with 
hanging wall, of gdhist and foot wall 
of porphyrltic dyke. It is well miner- 
alized throughout, though varying' in 
places, galena with occasional native 
silver prevailing, while at certain 
points in the vein lead .carbonate re- 
places the galena. A streak of solid : , 
line-grained pyrites, from 2 to 14' inch- 
es wide, occurs with great persistence 
throughout thel lead, carrying about 
1-2 oz. gold to the ton. Assay of a 
fair sample taken by the provincial 
assayer gave gold 0.1 oz.; silver 32 oz.. 
copper, trace, lead 27. r> per cent, zinc 
6.3 per cent. On the Gipsy, that ad- 
joins the Little Joe, the owners state 
there Is a quartz vein 2 to 5 feet 
wide, mineralized with galena and py- 
rites, running ?30 to $40 in gold. 20 
o:'.. per ton in silver, and 20 per cent 
lead. Many other claims in the vicin- 
ity were examined, including the Jum- 
bo, ICvening Star, Silver King. and 
Lake View. All show ore of similar 
quality, antimony being present in

Tho anniversary of the Battle of 
Pnnrdeberg, In which the First Cana 
'dlan contingent' look a very prominent 
part, whs remembered In this city by 
a regimental parade and march out of 
the , Fifth regiment after which tho 
c'o.tilpan los .-tfj^rtj,,. -.formed into a hoi-, 
low square and the prizes which had 
been won during the past year were 
p resented. 

Although, the parade was the first 
that has been held since September 
last there was a good turn out and 
tho citizen soldiers made as good an 
impression, as if they had just finished 
a course of training. There were 1G5 
men in the parade and when they 
swung onto Government street from 
Belleville to the music of the band 
they presented a splendid appearance. 
Owing to the disagreeable night, they 
wore only taken for a short march, 
but despite the weather the sidewalks 
along the route of March held n good 
number of people who were anxious 
to get a glimpse of the turn out. The 
route was along Government street to 
Yates, tn Douglas, to Port to Govern- 
ment and return to the drill hall. 

The regimental band was out in 
practically full strength and showed a

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from Seattle landed at tho head to 
look for placer diggings at the source 
of the Nass river.

again appear. 

At Maple bay, about 36 miles up the 
east side of tho Portland Canal, tho 
Brown Alaska company has done a 
lar.go amount of development work on 
the Outsiders' group, consisting of 14 
claims, Including fractions. The main 
tunnel, at the time of .Air. Carmlchael's 
visit, was in 300 feet, the intermediate 
75 fcot, and the upper 40 feet. Above 
tho upper tunnel the vein has been 
stripped and shows up strongly, cross- 
ing over a shoulder of the mountain. 
Many drifts have been run on the 
property. Tho vein been traced 

for a considerable distance, both above 
and bolow tho main workings; and 
gives promise of carrying a large body 
of good ore. An aerial tramway (>, 000 
foot In length runs from Just below the 
rmain tunnel to tho ore bunkers at 
Maple Bay, where there are good load- 
ing facilities. During 1900 a large 
amount of ore was shipped to the 
company's smelter at Iladley, Alaska, 
but statistics arc not yet obtainable.

Street Improvements 

Business in connection with tho 
streets of tho city occupied a largo 
part of tho time of tho mooting.

Fort Street Widening 
Aid. Hanna's action re Fort street 
reopened the whole question, and for 
half an hour there was the same 
wordy warfare which had distinguished 
the discussion of the question at tho 
last meeting. Aid. Fell and Aid. Hall 
led the attack, while Aid. Henderson. 
Aid. Hanna and the mayor were the 
chief defenders. Aid. Fell and Aid. 
Hall reiterated their objections. The 
ratepayers would not sign the petition. 
All the work of tho engineer and as- 
sessor would be for nought, and the 
city's money would have been expend- 
ed "for nothing. 

Aid. Henderson on his side pointed 
out that until they knew how much 
it would cost to carry out the plan, 
tho ratepayers could hardly he ex- 
pected to form any reasonable opin- 
ions, and the mayor supplemented him 
fact that 

those property owners who were op- 
posing the scheme did so blindly, as 
they did not know yet even what share 
of the cost they would bo called upon 
to bear, — two thirds, fifty per cent or 
one third. 

To this Aid. Hall replied by saying 
that land would have to be expro- 
priated and to estimate the cost of 
this beforehand would bo impossible. 
| It was his worship who virtually 
: closed the discussion. 

"This is one of those cases." said he, 
"where if tho thing Is not done wll- 
I llngly by the property owners, It must 
be done by force. In all modern cities 
the council has tho right to force the 
I ratepayers to agree to such a scheme, 
I and I believe for that matter that we 
have that power too. If we don't do 
it, somo other council will get power 
from the legislature and do it by 
force." 

It was finally decided to amend the 
original resolution, and to make tho 
widening of Fort street between Cook 
and Yates into one separate plan, re- 
quiring; a separate bylaw, and the re- 
mainder of the schemo as originally 
proposed into another. In this way it 
is hoped that if not all, at least pnrt 
of the aims of the council may be car- 
ried through.
